Before being taken in tow, the 
Mayflower had been traveling at 
seven knots under 15-mile-an-hour 
winds. 
The tiny vessel was clipping off

000,000. The sum would provide 
wily a 35-foot depth. 
Hopes brightened May 31, when 
Rep. Michael J. Kirwan, O h i o 
Democrat, a committee member, 
withdrew his objections to t h e 
full funds. An appropriations sub­ 
committee will recommend the 
full $16,500,000 channel budget.
